So far we have been thinking off the 
bicycle from the utilitarian point of wWew— 
the means to the specific end of helping one 
to business.

-—s an enjoyable holiday, are so many 
that one often wonders why even greater 
numbers do not take their holidays awheel. 

The out-and-out cyclist, of course, “will 
tell you that there is no holiday more én- 
joyable than that spent awheel. Of ‘course, 
‘*hikers’’ and motorists will pooh- that, 
but, speaking from. experience of holidays 
spent motoring, hiking and cycling, one. must 
admit, that there is a great deal, indeed, to be 
said for the cycling holiday... Just. nicture the 
enjoyment there is to. be gained from a week 
or a fortnight’s ‘travelling on a bike, cover- 
ing anything from sixty to a hundred miles 
a day—not an over-exacting day’s journey 
on our modern roads, especially the main 
roads, which are almost as fast as racin 
tracks, Without undue haste one can. peda 
along at ten miles an hour, and see every- 
thing that is to be seen en route. Of. course, 
that is one of the great advantages of 
cycling. A halt can be calle any- 
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howd a delightful side-road and “boréen, 
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where passage jor a motor car is impos- 
sible. Take the cyclist who has a fo 
ness for fishing. He tinds it possible un his 
iron steed to cycle along many a stretch of 
river and canal and get to favoured fishing 
haunts in that way. Tadeed, to the venture- 
some it is extraordinary the manner in which 
cross-country lanes cad by-paths: can be ex- 
plored on a bicycle.

For the general summer holiday, of course, 
there is the whole country to choose from, and 
the best plan for the would-be cycling tourist 
is to get a good road guide and map out his 
journey beforehand. There are first rate 
hotels throughout the land which cater ad- 
mirably for cyclists. In a fortnight’s tour, 
even at a jogging along nace, one can work 
in at least a thousand miles, see quite a con- 
siderable portion of the country, and do some- 
thing that will leave a glowing feeling of 
something achieved, and provide material for 
that store-house of memory jnto which one 
likes to look back from the advancing years. 

Many cyclists are unaware of the long 
lists of organised outings arranged by the 
various, cycling clubs during each season, 
and in this connection it is worthy of note 
that after a quarter of a century of progress 
at least one of the Dublin clubs is still con- 
tinuing its activities as an all-the-year- 
round club.

JUDGE'S ‘TRIBUTE TO 
OFFICIALS. 


(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 


after seven i

former Secretary, Laoighis Board of Health, 
was charged with having obtained “by: false 
pretences £5,500 and with fraudulent con- 
version, and his brother, John Reilly, shop- 
keeper, Abbeyleix, was charged with ‘con- 
spiracy to receive a cheque alleged to have 
been stolen. | 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr, ‘Kevin 
Haugh (instructed by the Chief State Soli- 
citor). prosecuted on behalf of the State. 

Mr. Nugent (instructed’ by Mr, .W. J. 
Ryan, Abbeyleix) defended John Reilly. 
Thomas Reilly was not professionally repre- 
sented. ; i 

Mr. Justice-Hanna, addressing the jury, said 
that what was <lleged against the accnsed 
men was that one of them was dishonest 
in his public capacity, and, as regards the 
other, that he was associated with that 
class of offence. However they might depre- 
cate that class of offence by public. officials, 
that was no reason why they should make a 
“ scapegoat’’ of the accused man, i 
they were satisfied beyond reasonable doubt 
that he was guilty. 

The prosecution arose out of the audit. of 
the Laoighis Board of Health, and the jury 
had heard the exidence of the auditor and 
the members of the staff, and ay, | had 
before them the accused man, Thomas Reilly. 
As regards the auditor (Miss Browner), the 
jury would have seen that her attitude to 

homas Reilly throughout the audit had been 
one of extreme fairness and courtesy towards 
him. . She had given him every chance. 

As regards the staff, there was no reason 
to ev that the accusation against them 
was well founded. Miss O’Gorman had given 
her evidente’ with great. ability, great know- 
ledge of local government affairs, and with 
great accuracy. She was capable of filling 
any position of responsibility in connection 
with local government affairs. The jury had 
also seen the accused man, and ‘they had 
formed their opinion about him while he was 
giving his address. They could form their 
own opinion also as to whether he was in 
control of the whole business of the Board of 
Health or not. 

The procedure adopted by Boards of Health 
was a little complicated, but the jury might 
have been able to gather from the observa- 
tions of the various witnesses that everything 
had been set down in black and white. 


PRAISE FOR OFFICIALS 

As regards the rash statement made by the 
accused mah, Thomar Reilly, which was not 
justified, but which might impress some 
people, it was for the jury to say if the 
allegation that he had “not beén given a 
dog’s chance" in the investigations which 
had been carried out was true or not, 
j The next question, which was of great im- 

rtance, was the question of the missing 
ooks, folios and vouchers. In studying this 
question the jury would have to discover who 
had the opportunity and the means, and in 
whose interest it was that these books should 
disappear. 

Concluding his two and a half hours’ 
address in a reference ‘‘to the background of 
all the allegations against Thomas Reilly, Mr. 
Justice Hanna said that the jury had to con- 
sider his financial position as it had been 
brought out by Mr. McCarthy. Reilly was 
in receipt of a salary rising from to 
£500 a year, with the possession of a farm 
of 69 acres. That was enough to keep him 
in a comfortable position. But with a blister 
of £4,000 on him, dug for the purchase of the 
farm in what was called “ the good: years,” 
he was in a. position where he might be 
tempted, or might find it necessary to use 
money that might come into his hand; and 
if this money came into his hand some of it 
might stick. 

There were two other things about the 
conduct of Thomas Reilly which could not be 
gainsaid—his manipulation of the fraudulent 
mileage book and the ‘‘ faked’ advice note. 
After an absence of two and a quarter 
hours both prisoners were found guilty and 
were put back for sentence. 

Mr, Justice Hanna said that he did not 
intend to pass sentence until he got from the 
Local Government Department information 
concerning the prevalence of defalcations 
among local officials during the past two 
years. The accused men would be given due 
notice of the date of sentence. |

THE FREE STATE TAX 


The annual meeting of the Hibernian Bible 
Society was held on Thursday at Dawson 
Hall, Dublin. The Dean of Belfast presided. 
The Rev. L. L. Sullivan, deputation secre- 
tary, submitted the annual report and state- 
ment of accounts, and said that the Bible 
was now translated into 705 languages. That 
was 305 more languages than they had 50 
years ago. The circulation in Ireland con- 
tinued at a high level. All four Gospels had 
been translated into Irish, and a great tribute 
had been paid them by Dr, Douglas Hyde 
on the translation of the Gospel of St. John. 
The Belfast Auxiliary had been @ble to pay 
off the debt on the new Bible House. The 
total sales of Scriptures during 1955 by the 
colporteurs of the three societies, ea 
the Hibernian Bible Society, were 3,774 
Bibles, 13,579 Scriptures and 30,831 portions. 


The Dean of Belfast said that it was 
articularly satisfactory to learn of the 
increased circulation of the Bible. There 


was one thing which made them proud of 
the British Empire. They had good rea- 
son to be proud of their country, because 
almost alone it had taken a stand of national 
pres in face of the inhuman outrage which 


ad been perpetrated by Italy upon a black 


race. It was admitted that the moral 
leadership of the world had passed 
to Britain. Every man who be 
longed to _ the Reformed Charch 


must realise what a holy and blessed thing 
it was that the Reformation came and en- 
abled them to take part in doing God's work 
in the world. He deplored the unhappy fact 
that there was a tax upon the Bible coming 
into. the Free State. Tt was, indeed, strange 
that the Government should allow the ‘Word 
of God. to be taxed before it was distributed 
among the people.

It 
seems that the meeting took place in the 
house of a private citizen, who is a friend 
both of Mr. Eden and of M. Blum. It 
lasted’ for three-quarters of an hour, 
during which time the discussion ranged 
over a great variety of topics. As the 
interview was téte-d-téte, no statement 
was issued ; but those in the confidence of 
Messrs. Eden and Blum declare that the 
| two men “liked each other ’—a highly 
important fact where the relations between 
Britons and Frenchmen are concerned. 
Later in the day M. Blum, who will 
become Premier of France within the next 
fortnight, made what he described as his 
last speech without restraint. The senti- 
ments which he expressed before an 
audience that included four hundred 
Americans, were irreproachable. The 
Socialists of France; he asserted, had no 
intention to wage war against anybody. 
They certainly had no designs on any other 
nation, and, however much their foreign 
comrades might be persecuted elsewhere, 
they would resort neither to propaganda 
nor to reprisals. He and his colleagues 
had plans for the future welfare of the 
French Republic. For the development of 
those plans peace at home and abroad was 
absolutely essential, and his Government 
would strive towards its preservation. 
Europe, declared M. Blum, must be 
delivered from the obsession of “ the next 
war,” in order to be able to set about its 
proper business with some sense of real 
security. He made it very clear that the 
Socialist Administration, of which he will 
be the head, will make at least an effort to 
divert the politics of the Continent from 
ways of war to ways of peace, and it is 
not at all impossible that a modus vivendi 
with Nazi Germany may become consider- 
ably easier when the Socialists, under M. 
Blum, shall have come into office for the 
first time in the history of the French 
Republic. 

Until the French political situation 
shall have had time to resolve itself no 
definite progress can be expected in 
Europe. At the moment, everybody in 
France is worrying less about the inter- 
national crisis than about the future of 
the franc. During the last few weeks, 
while the Sarraut Government has been 
marking time pending the advent of its 
successor, there has been a very strongly 
marked ‘‘ flight from the franc.’’ Large 
quantities of gold have been shipped 
abroad in order to “ peg ” the currency 
by means of the equalisation machinery 
that has been in existence for some years, 
and for the first time in many years the 
Bank of France has accumulated formid- 
able supplies of foreign currencies and 
“ Devisen.”” Until the stability of the 
franc shall have been established beyond 
yea or nay, the French people need not be 
expected to take very much interest in 
anything else. They had one dreadful 
experience of inflation before M. Poincaré 
took office in 1926; and they have no 
desire to repeat the dose. Yet it is 
possible in some respects to forecast the 
policy that will be pursued by M. Léon 
Blum. For one thing, he almost certainly 
will support the League of Nations more 
effectively and more sincerely than any 
of his predecessors in office since M. 
Herriot. For another, he probably will 
seek closer and more sympathetic rela- 
tions with Great: Britain. During the 
controversy regarding Signor Mussolini’s

adventure in Abyssinia M. Blum was one 
of the foremost advocates of sanctions in 
the French Chamber. He was opposed 
vehemently to M. Laval’s temporising 
policy vis-a-vis Geneva, and, if he had 
had his way, the League never would 
have suffered the humiliation that resulted 
from this reluctance to stand up against 
the Italians. M. Blum realises that, 
however badly it may have blundered in 
the past, a strong League of Nations— 
probably reorganised on an entirely new 
basis—offers the only genuine hope of 
European peace. He also realises that, 
without the solid support of Great Britain, 
France’s position on the Continent must 
become impossible. On these two funda- 
mental planks, therefore, his foreign 
policy is likely to be based. : 

In the meanwhile the future of the 
League is in the balance. The Italians 
have retired in high dudgeon to Rome, pre- 
sumably because the League Powers would 
not give immediate recognition to their 
piratical conquest in Abyssinia, and 
because sanctions are being maintained 
against them in spite of Marshal 
Badoglio’s occupation of Addis Ababa and 
of the Duce’s insolent announcement of 
annexation. In view of the fact, however, 
that Italy needs the League far more 
urgently than the League needs Italy, 
Baron Aloisi’s dramatic departure need 
not be regarded too tragically. Two other 
States have announced their intention to 
withdraw permanently from the League. 
Both of them—Paraguay and Guatemala— 
are Latin American States, and it is 
assumed that their resignations are meant

One of the rumours in political circles 
about the future of the Government is 
that it will shed its non-Conservative 
supporters, and thus provide room for 
some notable ex-Ministers ; but little im- 

rtance can be attached to this, as Mr. 
Baldwin will not dispose of a National 
Government in any such manner. Ii is 
quite a that he intends to strengthen 
the Cabinet before long by the introduc. 
tion of new members, but as far as is 
known the changes are limited to two— 
the retirement. of Lord Monsell and the 
return of Sir Samuel Hoare. A rumour 
to-day is that Lord Hewart, the present 
Lord Chief Justice, may be invited to take 
office, but this rather suggests the depar- 
ture of Lord Hailsham, a contingency few 
people anticipate. It is somewhat signi- 
ficant, however, that there are so many 
rumours flying about. 


The Imperial Affairs Committee 


The Imperial Affairs Committee, com- 
posed of Conservative members of the 
House of Commons, is to send a deputa- 
tion to Mr. Baldwin on Tuesday next to 
ask for a definite declaration regarding 
the future of the ex-German colonies held 
by Great Britain under mandate from the 
League of Nations. A resolution to this 
effect, adopted by the Committee, will be 
presented to Mr. Baldwin in order that 
the opinion of the members may be set out 
in the clearest terms. The deputation is 
to be led by Lord Winterton, and Mr. 
Amery will be the speaker. Mr. A. A. 
Somerville, Sir Edward Grigg, Captain 
Peter Macdonald, Mr Patrick Donner, 
and Mr. Duncan Sandys will form the 
deputation. I will be received at the 
House of Commons. : 


German Trade Proposals 


Whatever the character of the replies 
to be given by Herr Hitler to the ques- 
tions submitted by the British Govern- 
ment it is probable that the German 
Government will present a document to 
the European Powers within the next few 
weeks dealing with proposals for an ex- 
tension of international trade. The 
proposals will be put forward on the 
ground that economic agreement and co- 
operation between all European countries 
form a solid foundation upon which the 
structure of a lasting peace may be 
erected; and that Germany is unable to 
continue to trade by barter for an 
indefinite time. It is possible that the 
colonial question may be brought up in 
this connection, particularly with regard 
to the supplies of raw materials. Germany 
may consider it preferable to introduce 
colonial adjustment by means of economic 
and trade proposals, rather than that the 
matter should be raised in a purely 
political aspect. 


Financial Activity 


The efforts made by the French 
authorities in defence of the franc have 
had a result which was quite unforeseen. 
To combat the severe censorship now 
imposed on all financial information sent 
out from Paris an underground n- 
telligence service has been arranged be- 
tween French banking houses, and their 
agents in London. @ censorship was so 
strict that some French houses had ceased 
sending reports to their London agents 
and correspondents by mail, and instead 
all confidential matter is now being sent 
by secret couriers. As a precaution tele- 
asin conversations on financial matters 

tween London and Paris are being con- 
ducted in code. Scores of Frenchmen are 
taking day trips to London, presenting 
bundles of franc notes to British banks.

N the course of a talk on the Free State 
Budget from the Independent 
Deputy s point of view, broadcast from the 
Dublin radio station last night, Dr. R. J. 
Rowlette, T.D., asked “ why is so much 
money—approximately .£30,000,000—neces- 
sary.” If they went back to a period of 
about five years ago they would find that 
the expenditure of the State was then 
approximately four-fifths of that estimated 
for the coming year 

It was disquieting to see some of the 
increases in the estimates for the coming 
year, and it was curious to see the vote 
for the Oireachtas had increasod by some 
£2,500 despite the fact that presumably 
sixty senators would go off the pay list in 
the near future, and, if there was a&a 
general election within the year, they 
would be followed by twenty-five deputies. 

Nearly two and a quarter millions were 
intended for export bounties and subsidies, 
and as far as the former were concerned, 
the entire payment was necessitated by 
the unfortunate and discreditable dispute 
between the Government and that of Great 
Britaiu—discreditable in reference to the 
failure to settle it. 

“At the moment Great Britain is col- 
lecting by special tariffs a greater sum 
than the annual sum actually in dispute, 
and to this we must add as a direct loss 
to this country whatever share of the % 
million is to be spent on export bounties.’ 

“Tt is admitted that the proposed 
change from the mainly agricultural 
policy of the past to the largely industrial 
policy aimed at by the Government has 
been unduly forced by the conditions of 
the past few years which are the result of 
the dispute with Great Britain. More has

NEW PROHIBITION ORDER 


The Minister for Agriculture has made an 
Order under the Pigs and Bacon Act, 1935, 
the effect of which is to prohibit, on and 
after the lst January, 1937, the production 
of bacon at premises licensed under the Act 
unless such bacon is produced from the car- 
cases of pigs slaughtered in premises which 
are so licensed for both the slaughter of pigs 
and the curing of bacon. 

Licensed curers who have at present no 
slanghtering facilities in their premises are, 
therefore, advised to lose no time in taking 
steps to provide suitable accommodation and 
equipment for the slaughter of pigs before the 
1st January next, as, failing such provision 
by that date, they will be obliged to cease

NEW TURNTABLE FIBRE 
LADDER 


An official test of the new motor turn- 
tahle fire adder with fire pump, which has 
been received for the Dublin Fire Brigade at 
a. cost of nearly 24,000, took place yesterday 
in Tara Street Fire Brigade Station, in the 
presence of Captain Connolly and others. 
This machine has an all-steel ladder (the 
first in the Irish Free State) in four sections, 
to reach a height of 100 feet, and the whole 
if the ladder movements—elevation, exten- 
sion and rotation—are carried out by power 
from the 115 b.h.p. petrol motor engine 
which propels the engine. The machine also 
carries a patent Hatfield fire pump, capable 
of delivering 275 gallons of water per minute. 
The ‘ladder. is equipped with a water tower 
monitor and loud speaker telephone apparatus. 

A powerful searchlight is sroviden for use 
on or away from the machine, A life-saving 
apparatus is also provided, and comprises a 
gunmetal pulley and sheave with hook at- 
tachment to the top ladder, and 200 feet of 
pepecial plaited rope, with a friction brake
